In which work I 
do | Frm nor to be negligent , but ro 
ſend oyer as many as 1 can poſlibly pers 
ſwade. 
Andnow as theſe things are truely Joy- 
ous in themſelves , ſo have they in me 
and all the Fathers; of our Society created 
an un expreſſible Joy. If 1 should tell you 
how I was affeCted when. I heard this 
news, I could ſay no more but this, that 
my ſoul was teparated from my body, 
and tranſported with Joy and gladnes into 
the paradis of the moſt high , which no 
-Tnan can conceive; as St. Paul writes of 
himſelf when he was taken up into_the 
third heaven. 

' Now Concerning the queſtion you have 
pur to me, that is what 1s the beſt cours 
d be taken to root out all the Hereticks * 
to which I anſmer, there are divers ways 
o do that , bataye muſt conſider which 
is the beſt to make uſe off in England , I 
m ſure you are not Ignorant how many 
houſand Heyeticks we have in france by 
he power of our Dragons converted in the 

ce of one year : and by the Do&trin 
df thoſe booted Apoſtles turnd more in one 
Month. then Chrift' and his Apoſtles. by 
their preaching could in ten year: this is 
a molt Excellent method and far excells 
thoſe of the great preachers and teachers that 
have lived fince Chriſt, his time. Bur [ 
have ſpoke with divers Fathers of our So- 
ciety who do think that your King 1s not 
ſtrong enof to accomplish his deligne by 
ſuch kind of force. So that we cannot 
expe& to have our work done in that 
manner for the Hereticks are to ſtrong in 
the three Kingdoms , and therefore we 
muſt ſeek to convert them by fair means 
before we fall upon them with Fire Sword 
+ batos > Tailes and other ſuch like punish- 


ge . 
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better advice but ro begin with Soft eaſy 
means, weedle them in by promiſes of pro- 
fit and offices of Honoy till you have made 
them dip themſelves in treaſonable actions 

inſt the Laws Eſtablished , and then 
they are bound to ſerve for fear : When 
they have done thus turn them out and 
ſerve others ſo by putting them in their 
places, and by this way gaine as many as 
you can; and for the Herezicks that are in 
places of profit or Honor turn out or 1u- 
ſpend them on pretence of Misbehaviour , 
by which their places are forfeic and they 
ſubject ro what Judgment you pleaſe to 
give upon them : then you mult form a 
Camp that mult confiſt of none but Ca- 
tholikes this willmake the Hereticks heartles 
and Conclude all means ot releife or re- 
covery is gone. And laſtly take theshort 
and the belt way which is to ſupriſe the 
Hereticks on a ſudden ; and to lncourage 
the Zealous Catholikes let them Sacrifice 
them all and wash their hands in their blood, 
which will be an acceptable offering to god: 
and this was the method I took in France 
which hath well you ſee ſucceeded : but 
it colt me many threatnings and Promiſes 


before I could bring it thus far, our King. 


being a long time very un willing. 

Bur ar laſt I por him on the hip : for 
he had Lay with his daughter in Law for 
which I would by no means give him ab- 
ſolution till he had given me an Inflronent 
under his owne hand and Seal to Sacrifice 
all the Hereticks in oneday : Now as ſoon 
as I had my defired Commiſſion I appointed 
the day when thisshould bedone, and in 
the mean time made ready ſome thouſands 
of Letrers tobe ſent into all parts of 
France in one poſt night, I was never better 
pleaſed then at that time , but the King 
was a affected with ſome Compaſſion for 
the Hugonets becauſe they had been a means 
to bring him to his Crowne and Throne:
